The American Federation 
o f labor was praised for its raili-

"The committee" said the Hall 
report "is convinced that the sur­ 
est and most effective way of com 
hatting communism in the United 
.States is to give the fullest jkj* 
sib!* publicity to the fundamental 
principles and aims of the 
com­ 
munists, 
which 
are

throughout the world, as they ate 
not likely to prove acceptable to 
any considerable number of Ameri- 
t an citizens , unless camouflaged by 
other extraneous issues, such as 
unemployment insurance.” 
The department of justice, it 
was pointed out, had power to 
investigate communist and other 
subversive movements prior to Iy25 
under wartime laws, 
Since then 
no federal agency has kept track 
of the communists. 
The Fish committee suggested 
that with restoration of thiB power 
the department of justice could co­ 
op* rule with the states, most of 
w hich have criminal syndicalism 
Jaw a.
